This silver-haired, ruddy-faced 
former coal miner is one of most 
important cogs in the delicately~ 
balanced machinery of the La- 
bour Government. It Is bis job 
to see that the Government docs 
not fall through negligence. 

Mr. Whileley Is, in effect, the 
part-time master of the Socialist 
MPs, He can—und he often does 
—direet their daily lives when 
Parlinment js in session.

He can haul them on the care 
pet Iike schoolboys for being | nbe 
sent, or tardy. 

On -occasfon he even dictates 
the activities of Cabinet Ministers. 

Mr. Whiteley draws his power 
from the fact that the Socialists 
hold a majority of only six scats 
in ,the 625-chamber House. 

That means that whenever 
an Important pleco of legislation 
comes before Commons the 
Government leaders can feel the 
hot breaths of the opposition 
Conservatives on their necks. 
lf the Government should be 

defented,on an issue it regards 
as critical,; the Prime Minister, 
Clement Attlee, following custom, 
would probably ask King George 
to dissolve Parliament. That 
would force o new national clec- 
ion. * . 


Early olection? 


Most political observers in Bri- 
taln agree that an carly election 
is Inevitable, probably in the au- 
tumn. But the Government hopes 
to set the balloting for o time of 
its own choosing. . 

So, Willie keeps his whip pois- 
ed. And any Labourite who 
ignores {t does so at the peril of 
his .good party standing. 

Actually, there is no such title 
as Whip in British law. It draws 
its mame from the printed 
schedule listing the.day’s business 
in Commons. 

Whenever important legislation 
is. pending and a record vote 
seems likely, Mr, Whiteley has 
the printer underline the measure 
three—times— That-is~ 
a three-line whip—an imperative 
summons—and a member who is 
absent when the vote is called 
faces a dressing-down from the 
chief and possibly even expulsion 

from the party. 

Mr. Whitley is a member of 
Parliament for Blaydon, in North 
East England. He draws £3,000 
n year extra as Chief Government 
Whip. And he considers he earns 
every penny of It. 

“I dike my job extremely well, 
even though it is a‘quite diMficult 
situation,” he told an interviewer. 

“Tt was different in the last 
House (1045-1950), when we had 
a majority of nearly 200. It gave 
me more room to work.

CHELSEA 
HOSPITAL 
TRAGEDY 


London, May 27. 
A doctor and a nurse were 
burned to death today when 
they -were trapped in the 
blazing operating ;theatre of a 
Chelsen chest hospital, 


_ Women knelt in the strects and 
prayed os nurses and firemen 
carried more than 100 patients to 
safcty. 


The fire, which broke out in 
an X-ray room after tn explosion 
in the basement of the Brompton 
Hospital, spread rapidly through 
the ground floor. 


Of the 100 patients, many were 
bedridden tuberculosis victims. 

Some patients were moved by 
stretchers and wheel chairs from 
the section of the four-storey 
building in which fire raged for 


half an hour and carried through 


trafic across a street to another 
hospital bulldipg.

None of the patients was in- 
jured, -but several were choked 
by the dense smoke which billow= 
ed up above the building. 


Police identified one of the dead 
as Nurse Mary Roberts, ‘whose 
body was found in the operating |: 
theatre. 

The second victim, a doctor,

About 20° fire engines attended 
the fire. 

Smoke poured through the 
building, .penctrating into three 
wards and an operating room.

THE MARCH ON 
BERLIN 


Some weeks ago the Sovict 
authorities proclaimed their 
intention to stage a provoca- 
tive march on Berlin by half 


a million German men and 


youths from the Eastern Zone. 
It was intended to be some- 
thing more than ‘a mere de- 
monstration. The Western 
Allies made it known that if 
the organisers of this parade 
were looking for trouble, they 
would get it. Any “putsch” 
would be resisted even by 
armed force if necessary. De- 
clarations . to this effect by 
high Allied officials were fol- 
lowed by formal communique 
issued by the British, Ameri- 
can, and French Foreign 
Ministers affirming they 
would continue to uphold 
their rights in Berlin and 
would protect the democratic 
rights of the, inhabitants of 
the city. 

‘The date selected for the 
demonstration was yesterday, 
and two days before it was 
held there was a climb-down, 
The Russians and their 
stoozes could not call it off 
altogether—they had + been 
committed too far, But as- 
surances were fiven,. both 
direct and through the Hast 
German Premier, that the 
parade would be orderly and 
peaceful, The Sovict Army 
authorities also agreed to 


for free communication with 
‘Berlin. A British spokesman 
expressed his satisfaction, but 
no chances were taken and a 
quarter-million German 
police and Allied troops stood 
by ready to restore order if 
any attempt were made to 
march into the Western sec- 
tor, There was thus ‘every 
prospect that the “invasion of 
agitation” would pass without 
a crisis. 

The new “battle for Ger- 
many” is the most vital of all 
the issues between the West 
and the Kremlin. From the 


.| Berlin blockade and the Allied
